Nagasaki, To-day. 

The known death roll of the 
“Asahi Maru" ferry disaster is now 
five, while 13 are still missing, thus 
contradicting the earlier reports 
that only IT of the 350 passengers 
had been saved. 

The disaster occurred yester- 
day afternoon, when the over- 
loaded ‘ verse). capsized alongside 
a pier at Nagasaki, 

Thirty of the passengers are 
in hospital, suffering from ex- 
posure and various Injuries, 
but so far, only five corpses 
have been recovered. 

The authorities believe that 
many of the sturdy dockworkers 
managed to scramble on shore, in 
spite of the bitter. cold. With 
typical phlegm they went to their 
home and the loss of life waa not 
so grent us was at Grst feared.— 
Reuter.

In “Ottawa I met'Gen. Andrew 
‘McNaughton, Chief.--of: the Cana- 
dian General. Staff and inventor of 
the creeping barrage. I had heard 
of his relief. camps’ (116 -of 

em, absorbing 8,000. unmarried 
workless men), and was, anxious to 
know more. -He was. very helpful. 
“You see,” he explained, “we in 
anada cannot afford to deny work 
to those who want It. In a remark- 
ably short time they become dis- 
couraged, unemployable. Sa we 
started these camps, under military 
supervision. They are quite volun- 
tary. Not a single military word 
of command is used. Thero are no 
drills and no punishments, because 
anyone who is dissatiafied can just 
clear out. . : f 

“We provide the men with 
clothes, boots and gloves, razors, 
and even toothbrushes and 
pyjamas. They have a tobacco 
ration of 2 oz per week and an al- 
Jowance of 20 cents (nbout 1s) a 
day. 

“The men have stout, weather- 
proof houses which, in many cases, 
they have bullt themselves: and 
good, though very plain, food. In 
exchange they give us eight hours 
a day and keep thetr self-respect. 
This is important. because directly 
a job is offered they can step into 
it without fear uf having lost their 
‘drive.’ When the job ‘comes we 
transport them to it free." 

Better Than A Dole 

The General paused, reflected. 

“it ian’t much,” he said, present- 
ly, “expecially in this country of 
high wages, But it is better than 
relief kitchens and bunkhouses. In 
addition, we are increasing the 
capital value of Canada by creat- 
ing emergency: landing-fields, 
literally from Halifax to the 
Pacific. These will be invaluable 
when we are ready for a Trans- 
Canada air Nne.”
